—Mr. Joseph P. Kennedy an- 
nounced to-day that he hag sub- 
mitted his resignation as 
Ambassador to Britain so that 
he may ‘devote his entire time 
“to the greatest cause in the 
world—to ‘help the President 
keep, the United States out of 
war.” : 

He sald he had submitted his 
resignation to President Roosevelt on 


|. Nevember_6,_but_acccded_to_the_Pre= |, 


sident’s wish to continuc to serve 
until his successor wus chosen; how- 
ever, he added that he would not re- 
turn to London as Ambassador. He 
announced his resignation after an 
unscheduled conference with the 
President this. morning. 


Mr. Kennedy’s Plans 

In a prepared statement, Mr. 
Kennedy said, “On November 6 I 
tendered my resignation. to the Pre- 
sident as Ambassador to the Court of 
St. James. To-day, the President 1s 
good enough to express-his regret at 
my decision, but also to say that, not 
yet belng prepared to appoint my 
successor, he wishes me to retain the 
designation of Ambassador until he 
{s. But 1 shall not return to London 
in that capacity. ; 

“My plans are that after a short 
holiday, I will devote my efforts to 
what seems to me to be the greatest 
cause in the world to-day and mcans, 
if successful, the preservation of the 
American form of Democracy. That 
cause js to help the President to 
keep the United States out of war.” 

Successful Career 

Mr. Joseph P. Kennedy, 
millionalre financler and diplomat, 
was born in Boston, Mass., in 1888. 
His father was a wealthy banker, but 
he chose to pay part of his college 
fees by selling sweets on excursion 
steamers In the vacation. . 

Less than two years after leaving 
Harvard, where he had been a pro-; 
minent athiete, he became president 
of the Columbla Trust Co., a-subur- 
ban bank.’

Posterg celebrating the signing of 
the Nanking-Japan treaty put up -by 
Wang Ching-wel agents.in Shanghal 
buses und trams, were immediately 
torn off by patriotic Chinese and: 
many of the agents were rébuked. 

- Posters bearing patriotic slogans 
were put up later in’ the. day in’ 
Nanking Road, Yu Yo Ching Road, 
Avenue Joffre’ and other thorough- 
fares, und handbills denouncing Wang 
Ching-wel were distributed from the 
roofs of the Sincere Co, the Wing 
On Co., the ‘Sun Co., and the Sun 
-Sun Co., the four big department | 
stores in Nanking Rond, 

The “Cheng Yien Pao,” and “Chung 
Mel Jih Pao" (Chinese-American 
Dally News), American-owned 
Chinese papers in’ Shanghai, both 
earied editorials making: scathing 
attacks on the Japon-Nanking regime 
treaty. In an atiempt to prevent the 
‘elreulatlors of ‘the papers,” Wang 
Ching-wel agents were detailed out- 
side the newsponer officer to buy 
up the papers, Between 6.000 and 
6,000 copies of the Cheng Yien Pao 
were bought by them.
